G eneral Pershing expressed the opinion that the 
European w ar was near its end. 
It likew ise was equally significant that G eneral

ing lay ahead, and undue optim ism w as not to b e 
read into the developm ents projected b y an un­ 
b roken series of allied successes.

H itler’s life and the sub sequent apparent revolt b y 
some high generals in the G erm an arm y gives 
concrete evidence of the latter.
